My Lord, in like manner, was ſolli- 
cited by: the Court to abandon Valencia, in order to ſe- 
cure Catalonia; and by the moſt preſſing Letters and 
Commands, he was urg'd to ſuch raſh and impoſſible 
Attempts, as muſt, have prov'd the certain ruin of the 


Forces under his Command, and the loſs of the King's 
Perſon. But in all theſe diſtracting and deſperate Caſes, 


his Lordſhip not only took the proper Reſolutions, but 
with a Prudence fortunate to himſelf, as well as the 
Publick, never omitted to ſecure the unanimous Con- 
ſent of all in Councils of War, and gave in Writing 
before-hand the Reaſons, which never fail'd of being 
juſtified by the Events. 


While Barcelona was encompaſſed by Land and Sea 


| (aiter the loſs of Fort Monjuict) his Lordſhip found 


methods to fling 500 Men into the Town, which was 
thought humanely impoſſible: And he brought the 
Forces, which ſo much contributed to the relief of the 
City, without abandoning Valencia, or any foot of 
Ground, that he had gain'd in Spain. He maintain'd 
his Poſt upon the Hills, for near a Fortnight, with a- 
bout 2500 Men, never above a League or two from 
the Enemy ; which he kept in perpetual Alarms. And 
by the conſtant Vigilance he uſed, and the exact Intel- 
ligences he procur d, he continued in the Neighbour- 
hood of ſuch an Army to the laſt; till he made a March 
of about ſeven Leagues, with fo critical a Diſpoſition, 
that all his Foot came in a Fleet of Boats, he had pre- 
par'd to the number of 3 or 4co, and landed at the 
lame time with the Troops, that were on board the

The throwing in of ſo ſeaſonable a Reinſorcement 
into Barcelona, under ſuch Circumſtances, was as great 
a Diſgrace, as happened to the French, except that of 
their riſing from before the Town immediately after; 

for the Garriſon, even with this addition, was not 
ſtronger, than when my Lord Peterborom took it with 
lirtle more than a third part of their Army. In order 


to fecure this great advantage, when it ſhow'd happen, 
the Earl of Peterborow, notwithſtanding all the haſte 
he made from Valencia to Barcelona, had viſited, for- 


tify'd and ſecur'd all the paſſes behind him, ſo as to 


oblige (with an inconſiderable number of regular 
Troops, and the Country-People) the whole Army of 
Mareſchal 4e - Teſſe intirely to abandon Spain: into 
which, had my Lord's Advice been follow'd, they had 
never to this Day return'd, as I ſhall preſently ſhew. 
Nothing will appear more wonderful, if People would 


impartially conſider it, than how it was poſſible for 


the Earl of Peterborom, with about 8000 Men (for he 


never had more) to gain ground, and defend every j 


Inch of it, againſt thirty thouſand as good Troops as 


any in Europe, and at laſt to diſperſe and drive them out 
of the Spaniſh Dominions. Thoſe that have been too 


willing to find imaginary Faults, and that cou'd not 
deny ſome notorious Services of his Lordſhip, have 
however repreſented theſe Actions. as effects of Spirit 
and a happy Temerity; but ſuch effects of lucky Chance 
and Courage ſeldom produce above one fortunate | 
Event, and are too often paid for by an after-reckon- | 
ing. Whereas the whole War, while the Earl of Pe- 
terborom had the Conduct of it, ſeem'd nothing but a 
courſe of prodigious Succeſs, without one diſappoint- 
ment or loſs, by Land or Sea. And every Action ar- 
gued before-hand with all his Officers, and the Reaſons | 
upon all great Emergencies ſet down in vm of | 
War, | 


War, prove that Fortune had little ſhare in ſuch con- 
ſtant, regular, and foreſeen Events; and that his Lord- 
ſhip was Prudent enough to provide againſt the evil 
Hour, both Abroad and at Home. 

I have dwelt longer upon theſe particulars relating 
to Barcelona, than I at firſt intended; but ſhall now 
go on to what I chiefly aim'd at in theſe Papers. 


T HE Siege being rais'd, and the Enemy advanc'd 
into Roafillon, his Lordſhip clearly ſoreſaw what de- 
ſigns they had to put in execution, towards the reco- 
very of Spain: and therefore he immediately made all 
the preſſing Inſtances to the King and Court, to ha- 
ſten their departure from Barcelona, and to uſe the 


utmoſt diſpatch to get Poſſeſſion of Madrid; for it 


was beyond all contradiction, that the King's Preſence 
at his Capital wou'd have made all the chief places in 


his Dominions declare for, him; and an ordinary Force 


upon the Frontiers of Navar wou'd have ſecur'd the 
Paſſes there, againſt any ſecond Entrance of the French 


into Spain. Theſe motives and arguments, urg'd by- 


my Lord, had their proper weight with the Court 
and the Army; and accordingly it was unanimouſly 
twice reſolved, in a general Council of War, by all the 
Miniſters and Officers, that the King ſhould with all di- 
ligence imaginable march towards Valencia; and that 
my Lord Peterborom with 6000 Men ſhould go thither 
before, and prepare every thing, in order to carry on 
his Majeſty to Madrid. |

Would to God you were free from uneaſineſs, when I hope to bei 
quiet! Tt ſeems to me as if Storms were threatning Spain; and I am 
the more concerned,” becauſe of the probability of your Generals 
continuing in a Diſpoſition to raſh Meaſures, Ir is certain, they are 
only in a Condition for a Defenſive ; and that ſuffices for the Publick: 
Since the Preparatives againſt France are ſo terrible in Italy, and in 
Flanders. You know my Opinion, in the Councils of War held at 
Valencia: But the Succours which are coming, and the Perſon of the 
Duke of orleans, are certain Proofs of the great Efforts the Enemy 
will make in the beginnings of the next Campagne. If we prevent

Ome Spies, Priſoners, and Deſerters having been examin'd about 

O the Force of the Enemy, they all agree that their Horſe confift- 
ed of three of their beft Regiments, and one of Dragoons, beſides 
two hundred Horſe of the Duke of Anjou's Guards; It appear'd 
likewiſe, that the Regiment of Horſe of Pozo Blanco was before them 
ready to join, and a Regiment of Dragoons within three Days March. 
The Regiment of Horſe, if compleat, conſiſts of twelve Troops: of 
thirty Men each, all which, when together at the loweſt computa- 
tion, will amount to above two Thouſand Horſe; and their Foot to 
about twenty eight hundred. It appears to the Council of War, by 
Advices, Letters and Accounts, that a Body of 'five hundred Horſe 
and fifteen hundred Foot, were come near to Valencia under Velaſes; 
and by the confeſſion of the Deſerters and Priſoners, the Enemy were 
marching with intention to. join them, depending upon a Correſpon- 
dence in Valencia. The Forces, with which the Siege of St. Matthes 
was raiſed, conſiſted of a thouſand Foot and leſs than two hundred 
Dragoons, the Enemy being ſurpriſed, who were not inform'd of the 
March; upon the Retreat of the Enemy the Forces march'd after | 
them, à long and tedious March over the Mountains to Albocazer ; 
where the Earl of Peterborow receiving Advices from. Court, that

The Duke of Arcos, who then commanded, kept 
the main of his Army to the right of Valencia, to- 
watds a place call'd Torrente :. but ſent Brigadier N. 
duni, with a detachment of Horſe, to ſecure the 
ſtrongeſt paſs in the Country, over a River which was 
juſt under the Walls of Molviedro, the ancient | 
rum, ſo famous in the Roman Hiſtory. This place, 
which is about four Leagues diſtant from Valencia, my 
Lord muſt paſs; for no other way was practicable. 
All the Officers were of Opinion, That his Lordſhip 
muſt come to a full ſtop here, having no Artillery, no 
Miners, no preparations to take a walled Town; 
where, beſides numerous Inhabitants, all arm'd, and 
zealous for the Duke of Anjou, there was a very good 
General-Officer, and eight hundred Men, near half 
of them being Mahoni's Regiment of Irib Dragoons. 
= What made our circumſtances the more deſperate in 
appearance, this place was for us moſt unfortunately 
ſituated; becauſe, after paſſing the River, there was 
a Plain of two leagues to a Carthuſian Convent, where 
the Enemy to all advantage might make uſe of their 
Horſe, which were excellent, and double in number 
to ours. | 5 
1 The Earl of Peterborom gave the Officers hopes, that 
 whathecould not do by force, he did not fear but to

of ſixteen twenty ſour Pounders being ſhip'd 
at Alicant, in a Genoeſe Veſſel, in order to be 


brought, for the Siege of Valencia. 


To prevent the Storm, that threaten d Va- 
lencia, it was neceſſary, as well to diſperſe 
the four thouſand Men at Fuente de Higuera, 
before they could join the main Army; as 
to take from the Enemy the Artillery 
and Ammunition , with which they intended 
to carry on their Siege, and which was want- 
ing to make a defence in Valencia. The Earl 
of Peterborow found the happy methods to 


diſappoint the Enemy, in intercepting the 
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Aſter this unexpected entry into Valencia, 
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= fixteen battering; Pieces of their Braſs Cannon, 
with all warlike Stores in proportion. The 
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other attempt was equally requiſite, but more 


difficult: ſince the Conde de las Torres was 


betwixt the Troops, that were come from 


Caſtile, and the Earl of Peterborow; and my 


Lord's Forces, deſign'd againſt this Caſſ ilian 


reinforcement, were to paſs, and re- paſs 
the River Xacar, near the Enemies Army, 
However the Valencians were witneſſes of his 
Lordſhip's Zeal, Diligence, and Succeſs : and 
they hardly knew their Danger, till they ſaw 
fix hundred of the Caſtilians brought into 


their City; the whole body of them being 


beaten beyond the Conde de las Torres's Ar- 


my at Fuente de Higuera, by four hundred of 


our Horſe and eight hundred Foot; which 
paſs'd in the Night near three thouſand Horſe 


of the Enemy, and return'd back in ſafety with 


their Priſoners to Valencia. 
The Conde de las Torres, after this, deſpair- 


ing of any ſucceſs againſt Valencia, form'd a 


Defign upon Alcirs and Sueca ; two Towns 
pon the River Xucar , about five Leagues 
from Fu/encia, Upon taking theſe Places, the 
Bridge over the River at Callers would have

tom had of the Enemies Motions and De: 
ſigus, That he flung ſome Men into Seca; 
and ſent an Officer to Alcira, who prevented 
the Enemy only by half an Hour. 1

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His Lordſhip, put into Saeca and Alcirs, 


about five hundred Ezzliſh, and about ſix 
hundred Spaniſh Foot, and four Hundred Spa- 
ib Horſe; and ſoon after laid a Deſign, 
which muſt unavoidably have given the Conde 
de las Torres's Army an entire Defeat, had 
it not faild merely by the unexpected confu- 


fion of the Spaniards, For the Conde having AF 


his Body divided for conveniency of Quarters, 
and not apprehending to be attack'd at five 


Leagues diftance from Valencia, by a force ſo 


much inferior: My Lord order'd the Spa- 
ſp detatchment of fix hundred Foot and four 
hundred Horſe, to march in the Night to 


ſurprize one- of - their Quarters; and at the 
ſame time march'd with ſome Troops himſelf: 
they had about two Ezgliſh Miles to march, 
and my Lord fifteen. The march, on both 
ſides, was perform'd with ſo much ſecreſy, - 
that the Enemy had not the leaſt notice of it, 


till our Troops were very near ; but an acci- 


dental Party of twenty Horſe frighted all the 


Spaniſh Body of a thouſand, who were put 
into ſuch diſorder, that they killed many of 


their own Men, in running back to the place 


from whence they came. However, the Earl 


Hof Peterborow advanced within a mile of the 


_ [Enemies Army, and retreated five Leagues, 
” {Fyithout the leaſt Loſs. e 
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TH Us we have run through a Campagne, 
which perhaps, in regard to the Methods that 
were taken, and the Succeſs that attended 
them, has not its Parallel in any Hiſtory, 
And if the World has a mind to be fatisfied, 
why his Lordſhip was ſo much favour'd by 
Fortune, it was, becauſe he never depended 
on her, or on other People. And, I believe, 
he is the only General, who can ſay, That, in 
two Campagnes, he ſcarce ever order'd a Party 
of thirty Horſe upon any Action, without go- 
ing in Perſon with them. Happy was it for 
Him and the Publick, that His Conſtitution 
F204 cou'd allow Him to be fo ſerviceable to Him- 
RY ſelf in a Country, where ſometimes his Offi- 
ceers were leſs capable of ſerving him when 
. there was occaſion for the Language, tho 
1 they all made him large amends with their 
== Swords. And I muſt here do that Juſtice to 
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N = our Gallant Countrp men, as to ſay, That per: 
WE” haps there never was a Service, where Officers 
f endur'd more Fatigues and Hardſhips, or ga ve 
1 greater proofs of 1b. f Reſolution, and Cou-
